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George Mathis 
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George Mathis was born in Seattle Washington in 1909. He attended 
Washington State University, where he majored in art, and studied 
under the western landscape artist William T. McDermott. In 1948 he 
and his family moved to Northern California's Mother Lode country, 
where he spent the rest of his life. In the course of his career, Mathis 
became an artist nationally renown for his work on the Old West and 
Space. He joined Aerojet in 1959, and for the next 9 years produced 
space-themed art that gained widespread exposure. His renderings of the Gemini and Apollo 
missions were broadcast on TV and printed in newspapers and magazines. Mathis often 
termed his work "engineering concepts" rather than "artist's concepts", since engineers 
studied his creations to visualize their proposed projects.
